SANCHEZ INSPIRED IDEAS 
IN BILINGUAL EDUCATION

“The frequent prostitution of

The year was 1943. America 
was in the midst of a World War. 
Chicanos were dying in 
Guadacanal, Italy, and Africa. 
The Los Angeles headlines read 
“Wild Night in L.A. - Sailor 
Zooter Clash,’’*‘Sailor Task 
Force Hits L.A. Zooter's”, 
‘Mayor Pledges 2-Fisted Action, 
No Wrist Slap.” 

“Today we reap the whirlwind 
in youth whose greatest crime 
born into an 
environment which, through 
various kinds and degrees of 
social racism and prejudicial 
subjugation, made

them a caste apart.” 

Dr. George I. Sanchez died in 
the Spring, quietly, but his ideals 
continued to live and now given 
impetus by the many people he 
influenced. For over 45 years he 
was an educator and a 
spokesman. 

In a book he is listed simply as 
an Educator: , he was much 
more. Dr. Saschez was a pioneer 
and one of the greatest Mexican 
American scholars of our time, 
and in a way a man before his 
time 

Born in 1906 in Albuquerque, 
New Mexico, he began as a rural 
school teacher in Bernalillo 
County, New Mexico. Using his 
experience as a base, he began 
criticizing the education system 
mono-lingual, 
monocultural curriculum on La 
Raza. As early as 1932 he was 
attacking IQ tests imposed on 


of imposing a 


Chicanitos 

In one of numerous articles, he 
wrote concerning the abuses of 
IQ tests, “The quest for a short 
cut to critical and exhaustive 
tudy of the abilities of school 








children has led to numerous 
abuses and errors in the use of 
mental tests (They) fail to 
recognize the importance of the 
fundamental personal, social, 
and cultural differences of the 
pupils.” To prove the invalidity 
of IQ tests, one summer in New 
Mexico, Dr. Sanchez took 200 
students, mostly Mexican 
American, for a summer session. 
At the end of the summer their 
1Q test revealed a 20% 
improvement. 42 years later, 
people are still not listening. 

Dr. George I. Sanchez received 
his M.S. in Education 
Psychology and Spanish at the 
University of Texas and studied 
both at the University of New 
Mexico and Berkeley. He was a 
pioneer in the study of 
educational and social problems 
among the Chicano and Latin 
American. 

Dr. Sanchez championed 
against segregation, not only in 
education, but socially. In 
articles, books, and anywhere he 
went and spoke he tried to 
reveal) the “‘cancerous growth”

“Women can find the man 
(meaning the so-called masculine 
traits) in themselves, just as the 
men can find the woman within 
them.” 

‘Lesbians see themselves as 
completely whole people who 
do not need another person, 
man or woman. There ts no need 
to search for that other person 
to complete ourselves.

Freedom of the Press 


Will It Be 


Muzzled ?

“There have been plenty ot 
governments which have seized 
power and muzzled the press. | 
have yet to see a press seize 
power and muzzle a 
government,’’ said Paul 
Branzburg, a reporter for the 
Detroit Free Press 

Testifying as a witness on “The 
Advocates’’, an educational 
television debate forum taped in 
Sacramento Wednesday night , 
Branzburg urged the passage of a 
national shield law to protect 
newsmen from jail for failure to 
reveal confidential sources 

Branzburg is currently wanted 
for extradition in Kentucky on a 
contempt charge stemming from 
a refusal to reveal a confidential 
source of a newstory he wrote 

His type of investigative 
reporting would be hampered 
without a confidential 
relationship between a source 
and a reporter. He spoke of an 
expose of corrupt city 
government he uncovered as the 
result of a confidential tip. Had 
the source feared incrimination 
due to publicity, Branzburg felt 
the story would still be hidden 
trom the eyes of the public 

He stressed that a _ national 
measure to protect newsmen 
would benefit the people in the 
end, not the press. The free flow 
of intormation is at stake, he 
said. He went on to explain that 
if he couldn't do a story because 
a source could not trust him to 
keep his identity secret, he as a 
reporter would not suffer. “But 
if | don’t get that story in the 
paper, the public doesn't find 
out about it 

Branzburg came under 
continued attack from State 
Senator John Harmer, a 
Republican from Los Angeles 
who was the advocate arguing 
against the proposed national 
law. Harmer was one of the main 
figures backing Proposition 18, 
the recently defeated 
anti-obscenity proposition 

Asked by Harmer if the average 
reporter could be trusted not to 
use a shield law to advance his 
own career, Branzburg said, “I'll 
stack up the virtue of the 
working press against the virtue 
of our government anytime.”

He has been locked up 
indefinitely by a judge until he 
decides to talk. Bill Farr says 
he'll never break his word. He is 
reportedly protecting one of the 
attorneys in the Manson trial
